Therefore, Scouts can 
talk with other Scouts when both 
stations are licensed by the FCC. 

Stations should try to contact 
each other by calling “CQ Jambo- 
ree” or “CQ JOTA” or by answer- 
ing other stations sending this call. 

Any amateur mode of operation 
can be used such, as CW, SSB, 
PSK, SSTV, FM, and satellite. The 
more modes in operation, the more 
exciting the event will be for the 
Scouts. 

JOTA is not a contest. The idea 
is to contact other Scout stations 
and allow as many Scouts as possi- 
ble to talk to other Scouts and learn 
about who they are and what they 
are doing.

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Planning a Special Event Station 
by Herman Campbell - KNSGRK 


Being Chairperson and QSL Manager for the Louisiana Special Event 
Station during September 8" & 9", 2012 was quite an experience for me as 
it was my first really big one. I did learn a few things I would like to share 
some of this information to anyone considering undertaking a project like 
this. 

First: If you are a member of a club, get with the membership on choosing 
something of interest, historical anniversary, prominent landmark, festival or 
similar event etc., I am sure there is something around worthwhile in your 
area. Make sure you have volunteers to help carry out your goal. Plan as far 
in advance as possible. 

Second: Pick a place to hold your event, if it is a landmark, try to obtain 
proper clearance (in writing) to use the area, provide proof of liability insur- 
ance if necessary. 

Third: Getting the word out can really make a Special Event. Plan at least 
four months in advance in order to get it published in QST Magazine. Set up 
a website if possible, with all the information about your Special Event, 
date, times, operating hours, bands and frequencies, QSL information and 
what you will offer to contacts (QSL cards or certificates) and a little bit 
about what the event is all about. You might want to enlighten the public 
about what the postal rates for 9°x11” SASE and 4”x9” SASE are at the pre- 
sent time (more about that later). 

Forth: Please make sure all dates and times are on the same level. All 
times should be in UTC, Zulu, GMT (same time, just different names). Peo- 
ple logging the event, whether using computer logs or paper logs, should use 
the above times, it would be nice to also log the operators name or call. 
This would be helpful for any message on the QSL cards directed to specific 
operators. It maybe necessary for each operator to keep separate logs. 

Fifth: Post Office Rules - The Post Office is very strict on handling large 
envelops. Any stamps with cellophane tape on them will not be accepted. 
Large envelopes 9”x12” requires $0.90 for the 1“ ounce, $0.20 for each ad- 
ditional ounce. It might be wise to have them weighed at the PO so you will 
be sure to have proper postage. For certificates, mark them with: “PHOTOS 
DO NOT BEND”! 

This is about all I can tell you at this time, I am sure there will be a few 
things you will learn on your own. Hope you have a GREAT Special Event.
